Two Eggs a Day From a Hen. 

Maine Experiment Station says i 
two eggs a day from a hen is an 
actual possibility. The latter 
part of February, 1906, a pullet 
that had recently begun laying 
apparently laid two eggs a day. 
Although it seemed a clear case, 
it was not recorded, as it was 
thought possible that a mistake 
had been make in reading the 
number on the leg band used to 
distinguish the fowls. Trap nests 
were used. 

When the same hen again laid 
two eggs, on March 21, record 
was made, and to guard against 
possible error in reading the 
number on the band, she was 
bandrd on both legs, thus dis- 
tinctly marking her, as no other 
hen in the house had two bands. 

During March and April there 
are records of five days on each 
of which this hen laid two eggs. 
It should be added that the rec- 
ords of days on which she was 
known to lay two eggs came dur- 
ing the months of her greatest 
egg-producing activity. For the 
five days beginning with April 7 
eight eggs were laid.

How to Sell the Culls. 

The best disposition any fan- 
cier can make of his cull birds is 
to dress them and sell them in 
the market. It is dangerous to 
the reputation of the breeder of 
fine poultry to sell them alive at 
any price. We once knew a 
fancier to sell his cull birds alive 
to a grocer. The next thing he 
knew a huckster poultry dealer 
was offering birds of his strain 
for sale and a little inquiry 
showed that the enterprising 
grocer had sold the cull birds to 
the huckster at about twice the 
market price. 

On one occasion we sold thirty- 
five culls to a man who "just 
wanted plain layers, didn't care 
for points or scores." These 
birds were sold for just what 
they were for a little more than 
the market price. It was not 
long before a letter from the 
buyer cf these birds appeared in 
a farm paper denouncing our 
stock in unmeasured terms as 
being unfit to breed. Since that 
time we have never sold a cull 
bird alive. Kill the culls for if 
you sell them alive some one will 
see them and judge your whole 
flock by them.— Poultry.
